PLANE, 9 ABOARD, CRASHES 
IN CASCADE MTS.; 3 HURT 


Loggers Search for Wreck After Injured Co- 
Pilot Makes Way to Railroad to Call Aid 
—Hit Trees in Fog. ‘ 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., June 8. — The 
wreck of a United Airlines pas- 
senger plane, three of whose nine 
occupants were reported injured in 
a crash in the fog-bound Cascade 
Mountains, was sought today by 
a crew of loggers in the forest 
100 miles east of here. 

Co-pilot Dwight Hansen, who 
made his way through the under- 
brush to a logging railway and gave 
word of the accident, said Pilot 
Ben Redfield’s arm was injured and 
a girl passenger received a leg in- 
jury. Hansen suffered a broken 
| nose and a skull injury. All of 
the others in the plane, he said, 
were able to climb out of the cabin, 
which was not smashed. 


Hansen said Redfield, piloting the 
plane, had throttled it down to low 
speed, because of the fog which’ 
crept along the peaks.” 

“All of a suaden we ran into a 
low ceiling in the fog,” he said. “I 
guess I was the first one to see 
the trees, straight ahead on a hill- 
side. I shouted to Ben: ‘Pull up! 
Pull her up!’” 

Then the plane went into the 
trees, and hit the hillside. Those 
listed as aboard the plane besides 
the two pilots were Stewardess Ma- 
rian Bennett of Salt Lake City;

GAYETY THEATER BEING 
RAZED TO SAVE TAXES 


Burlesque House About 80 
Years Old, Was Originally 
Church. 


The old Gayety Theater that has 
stood for about 80 years at the 
northwest corner of Fourteenth and 
Locust streets, originally the First 
Presbyterian Church and later a 
burlesque house, is being torn 
down. 

Its owner since 1889, L. M. Craw- 
ford, show man of Wichita, faced 
with empty houses for nearly a 
year and diminishing returns in 
store and apartment rentals, deter- 
mined to raze the structure rather 
than make up deficits to pay more 
than $4000 in annual taxes and in- 
surance. 

Dedicated tm 1855. 

In 1855 the building was complet- 
ed and ~ccupied by the Presbyteri- 
an congregation. A description of 
the new edifice in a history of 
Presbyterianism in St. Louis fol- 
lows: 

“The new building was, at the 
time of its erection, the finest 
church edifice in the Mississippi 
Valley. It cost, for erection alone, 
over $100,000. It was a stately 
gothic edifice, surmounted by a 
beautifully proportioned tower and 
spire. It was dedicated Oct. 21, 1855. 
At the time of its dedication the 
remains of the first pastor, Rev. 
Salmon Giddings, were taken to the 
church and placed in a vault im- 
mediately before the pulpit. ...” 

Finding a more suitable location 
for their church, the congregation 
sold the Fourteenth street building 
in 1889 to Crawford, who was then 
engaged in building a circuit of 
theaters throughout this territory. 
It was re-named the Fourteenth 
Street Theater, the spire was re- 
moved and the seats once occupied 
by worshipers held entertainment 
seekers. 

Pastor’s Body Removed. 

The pastor’s body and casket 
were removed when the church be- 
came a theater, but a legend pre- 
vailed among the more supersti- 
tious actors and actresses, who 
have appeared at the theater, that 
the old Gayety was haunted. 

Through the changing fortunes 
of the show business, the Four- 
teenth street house later became 
the Germania, occupied by a stock 
company presenting plays in the 
German language. Crawford took 
over active management of the 
house again after several years, 
giving the theater his name and of- 
fering traveling companies in such 
plays as “East ne,” “Two Or- 
phans,’ ‘and “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde.” 

In 1910 the Gayety took that 
name and became the leading bur- 
lesque house of the city. Under 
the management of Oscar Dane, 
Crawford's son-in-law, it prospered. 
Among burlesque comedians who 
appeared in the “girl shows” of 
that date. under Dane’s direction, 


says, as Bert Lahr, Jack Pearl and 
Joe Penner. ; 

With burlesque it continued until 
about 1930, when the entertainment 
business, here as elsewhere, suf- 
fered from the effects of the de- 
pression. The old land mark, once 
a house of worship, now bearing on 
its roof in glaring letters “Modern 
Peppy Burlesque,” is being torn 
down because the revenue does not 
justify its preservation.

As he approached, Turnbull saic 
Ramey pulled the rifle from the 
car. Turnbull ran around the au- 
tomobile and shot Ramey, who, the 
officer said, tried again to raise 


the rifle. Turnbull fired three 
more shots, all four bullets took ef- 
fect. 


Dr. W. H. Barron, Madison Coun- 
ty Coroner, said Ramey’s rifle was 
cocked ready to fire when he in- 
spected it. 

Ramey, a widower with one son,

BROWN SHOE CO. WORKERS 
AT MOBERLY END STRIKE 


Officials Agree to Meet Union Rep- 
resentatives; Employes Out 
Since May 14.

MOBERLY, Mo., June 8. — Em- 
ployes of the Brown Shoe Co., 
factory here ended their strike last 
night when officials of the com- 
pany signed an agreement to meet 
union representatives and discuss 
greviances. The strike, which has 
been in effect since May 14, affect- 
ed 1244 employes. 

The agreement was reached after 
Robert Cowdrill, Regional Labor 
Board mediator, had been sent here 
as a result of an appeal to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for Federal assist- 
ance in settling the strike. 


According to company officials, 
only seven of their 19 factories in 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and Ten- 
nessee were affected by strikes 
during the last month. Of the seven 
plants closed, they said, six had 
been reopened. -. The officials de- 
clined to comment on the Moberly 
settlement.

TO BE CONTINUED 


Mrs. Miller to Give Up 
Guardianship Over Hus- 
band and Kentucky Rela- 
tive Will Take Her Place.

MIAMI, Fia., June 8—Victor J. 
Miller, who 14 months ago was 
Mayor of St. Louis, was today on 
his way to Owensboro, Ky., to live 
with his brother, Julius C. Miller, 
following a settlement of the mari- 
tal and. property troubles of the 
former Mayor, effected here yester- 
day by his brother and lawyers. 
The settlement provides that: 

Mrs. Mabel K. Miller, wife of 
the former Mayor, is to file suit 
for divorce. 

A 50-50 property settlement is 
to be made between Victor Mil- 
ler and his wife, equally dividing 
his property, estimated by the 
lawyers at $160,000, present value. 

Mrs. Miller is to make a final 
report to the court at White 
Plains, N. Y., which last Octo- 
ber adjudged Victor Miller of 
unsound mind and appointed her 
his guardian. She is then to re- 
sign as guardian, and Julius Mil- 
ler will ask to be appointed. 

The civil suit filed here by Vic- 
tor Miller against Leonard C. 
Schofield will be dismissed. 

The morals charges pending in 
the Criminal Court of Record 
against Mrs. Miller and Schofield, 
which were set for trial next Mon- 
day, will be continued, With a 
view to ultimate dismissal. 

Ex-Mayor’s Appearance. 

Former Mayor Miller, when seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
lawyer's office here last night, 
showed little change in appearance 
since he was last seen about City 
Hall in St. Louis. He was dressed 
carefully, wearing a light brown 
coat, white striped trousers and 
white shoes. 

Julius Miller, who is a Kentucky 
oil operator, expressed satisfaction 
at the success of his efforts to pro- 
vide new surroundings for his 
brother. He said he would now be 
able to see that Victor Miller had 
proper medical treatment for his 
physical and mental disorder. Mrs. 
Miller testified in a recent hearing 
here that his ailment had been 
diagnosed as paresis. 

Julius Miller said he had spent 
more than $15,000 in his effort on 
his brother’s behalf. This expen- 
diture has included detective hire, 
traveling expense of himself and 
witnesses, and long distance tele- 
phone messages. 

Settlement Announced. 

The settlement of the former 
Mayor’s affairs was reached, and 
announcement of its terms made, 
at the law office of Kurtz & Reed 
in the Security Building here. E. 
B. Kurtz of this firm ‘represented 
Victor Miller in the suit which he 
recently filed against Schofield, 
asking for an accounting of prop- 
erty in Schofield’s possession which 
was alleged to belong to Miller. 

Victor Miller’s legal status in 
Florida, it was safd, was not af- 
fected by the New York court’s de- 
sion that he was incompetent, hence 
he was able to file the accounting 
suit without the indorsement of his 


6 | wife as guardian. The suit involved 


a residence in Coconut Grove, a 
Miami suburb, ownership of the 65- 
foot yacht Kathryn, and a local 
bank account, 

Gilbert E. Gambill of Terre 
Hatite, Ind., acted as attorney for 
Julius Miller in yesterday’s confer- 
ence, and Arthur R. Hall, J. M.

Criminal Charges to Die.

Schofield, who is 
divorced, had been a companion. of 
the Millers for. more than a year,

DEFENSE ATTACKS 
3 INDICTMENTS 
IN KELLEY CASE 


Hearing Tomorrow on Mo- 
tions to Quash Charges 

_ Against Mrs. Muench, 
Rosegrant and Davit. 


JUDGE McELHINNEY 
TO RULE ON PLEAS 


Prosecutors Summoned to 


Woman Given to the 
Grand Jury. 


Motions to quash the indictment 
in the Kelley kidnaping case, filed 
yesterday on behalf of three of the 
five defendants, will be decided by 
Circuit Judge McElhinney tomorrow 
after a hearing on them during the 
morning session. 

One of the motions was filed on 
behalf of Angelo Rosegrant, selected 
by the State for trial when the case 
is called Monday morning. Another, 
identical in its attack on technical 
phases of the indictment, was filed 
for Bart Davit. 

The third, of different verbiage, 
was filed for Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench, 4736 Westminster place, 
wife of Dr. Ludwig O. Muench. 
Basis of this motion is that the in- 
dictment “was found, if it was 
found at all,” by the January grand 
jury without receiving evidence as 
to the guilt or innocence of Mrs. 
Muench “as will more fully appear 
by legal evidence produced before 
this court.” 

Prosecutors Summoned. 

After the motion on behalf of the 
only woman defendant in the case 
had been filed, Prosecuting At- 
torney Anderson and his associate, 
John Wolfe, were subjenaed by the 
defense for testimony at the hear- 
ing Saturday. It is assumed they 
will be questioned by defense coun- 
sel in an effort to prove the allega- 
tion contained-in the motion. 

In the hearing March 28, at 
which bail was denied Rosegrant, 
Adolph Fiedler, former Maplewood 
Justice of the Peace, testified that 
the kidnaping plot was laid in his 
recreation parlor on Olive street 
road at North and South road, and 
that Mrs. Muench sat in the confer- 
ences, along with Davit, Rosegrant, 
Felix McDonald, the late Tommy 
Hayes and “some others.” In an 
earlier statement he had said the 
others were “Pretty Boy” Lechler 
and “Willie Gee” Wilbert, who were 
killed on the East Side on April 
15, 1932, by gangster enemies who 
killed Hayes the same night. 

Told of Telephone Call. 

He also declared that Davit and 
McDonald called Mrs. Muench on 
the telephone on the night of the 
kidnaping, April 20, 1931, to get 
from her the name of a Chicago 
physician to be used in luring Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley from his home on 
a fake call for his professional 
services. They remarked, Fiedler 
testified, that they had forgotten 
the name. Fiedler was a witness 
before the grand jury. 

Filing of Mrs. Muench’s motion 
to quash disclosed that her lawyer, 
Robert M. Zeppenfeld, had been 
joined by Verne Lacy, who is also 
counsel for Davit. Lacy is under 
indictment in St. Louis on a charge 
of corrupting a juror in the trial 
of Paul Richards, lawyer since dis- 
barred, on a charge of participation 
in the kidnaping of the late Alex- 
ander Berg. Richards was acquit- 
ted at a second trial after a jury 
in the first trial had failed to agree. 
It was in the first trial that Lacy 
is charged with corrupting a juror. 
His trial in Circuit Court in St. 
Louis is tentatively set for June 158. 

Davit’s motion to quash, like that 
filed for Rosegrant, attacks the in- 
dictment on the ground that per- 
sons other than the grand jury 
were present when the indictment 
was voted, and also because the 
testimony of John C. Johnson, con- 
fessed aid of the kidnapers who 
turned State’s evidence, was read 
to the grand jury by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Arnold Willmann. 

Johnson Named Davit. 

Johnson, key State’s witness, had 
said in his signed statement that 
Dr. Kelley was held captive on his 
St. Charles County farm. He de- 
clared that the physician’s captors 
included Rosegrant, McDonald and 
Davit, who were known to Johnson 
as operators of a whisky still on 
his farm prior to the abduction. 
Johnson was murdered on May 12 
‘by a machine-gunner at the home 
of Deputy Sheriff Newbold in St. 
‘Louis County, where he had been 
staying in protective custody since 
his release on $10,000 bond.

Fred E. Voss First Person to 
Be Convicted Under State 
Control Law. 


Fred E. Voss, convicted today of 
making liquor without a state per- 
mit, in the first prosecution brought 
here under the new liquor control 
act, was sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment by Judge Butler of 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 

“IT have a notion to give you the 
limit, a year and $200 fine,” Judge 
Butler told Voss, but he omitted the 
fine. Voss appealed from the sen- 
tence. The imprisonment, if the 
sentence is upheld, will be in the 
City Workhouse. 

Judge Butler went on to say that 
he had been lenient with violators 
of the prohibition laws, “but now 


that we have liquor laws in ac- 


cordance with the public will, I pro- 
prose to enforce them to the limit.” 

At the time of Voss’ arrest, April 
8, he was on parole from a six- 
months jail sentence imposed by 
Federal Judge Davis, on a liquor 
charge. 

Voss, who resides over a store at 
4458 Easton avenue, was found by 
policemen in the basement of the 
store, with a plumber, who was ar- 
rested but later released. In the 
basement were four 50-gallon bar- 
rels of whisky mash, and one 30- 
gallon barrel of moonshine whisky. 
A dismantled still was in the base- 
ment. Voss represented that the 
articles belonged to others. 


EIGHT KILLED. 500 HOMELESS

IN AUTOMOBILE WRECK 


Motion Picture Actress Had 
Just Left Gay Party 
With Doctor.

PASADENA, Cal, June & — 
Dorothy Dell Goff, who only recent- 
ly attained prominence in the 
movies, was killed early today in 
an automobile accident. 

Her companion, Dr. Carl Wag- 

ner, 28 years old, Pasadena surgeon, 
who was questioned by authorities 
several months ago in connection 
with the unsolyed murder of Dr. 
Leonard Siever, Pasadena dentist, 
was fatally injured, dying six hours 
after the accident. 
Miss Goff, known also as Dorothy 
Dell and Mickey Bell, and Dr. 
Wagner had just left and Altadena 
inn after a gay party, police said, 
when their large sedan plunged off 
a road, snapped off a light pole and 
was wrecked at the bottom of a 
ditch. 

Miss Dell lived only a few 
moments after the accident. 

Hospital surgeons reported Dr. 
Wagner suffered a basal skull frac- 
ture and severe leg injuries. 

Miss Dell, who had appeared on 
the New York stage and in Zieg- 
field’s Follies, came to Hollywood 
last December to play bit parts in 
motion pictures for Pdramount stu- 
dios. Studio executives soon gave 
her more important roles and she 
was given the lead op te Victor 
McLagien in the recent release 
“Wharf Angel.” Another featured 
part in “Little Miss Marker” fol- 
lowed and Miss Dell had just com- 
pleted her third starring vehicle 
“Shoot the Works,” which was pre- 
viewed at Paramount studios last 
night. 

Miss Dell was born in Hatties- 
burg, Miss., and went to school in 
New Orleans. She won the beauty 
title of “Miss Universe” in 1930 at 
Galveston, Tex. after being de- 
clared “Miss New Orleans,” in a 
contest sponsored by the American 
Legion post of that city. She was 
20 years old. 

Miss Dell's father, mother and 
sister recently came here to be with 


the actress. The mother was re- 


ported.in a state of collapse and 
was under the care, of, physicians.

READJUSTMENT OF 
POPULATION NEEDED 


Favors National Plan for 
Water and Land Develop- 
ment, Restoration of 
Areas Where ‘Man-Made 
Sahara’ Is Threatened.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt disclosed today, in 
a special message to Congress on 
prospective social legislation, that 
he had set in motion “actuarial and 


other studies” looking to the for- 
mulation of a comprehensive plan 
of social insurance—insurance 
against old age and unemployment 
—to be presented to the next Con- 
gress. 

This means that no action will 
be taken in the present session on 
the Wagner-Lewis unemployment 
insurance bill, which has been at- 
tacked by industrial interests on the 
ground that it would place an in- 
tolerable burden on employers and 
thereby hinder economic recovery. 

The President stressed the 
thought that the various forms of 
social insurance are inter-related 
and should be dealt with in a gen- 
eral plan. He believed that this 
plan should be based on co-opera- 
tion between the states and the 
Federal Government and that the 
necessary funds should be “raised 
by contribution rather than by an 
increase in general taxation.” He 
said that the insurance should be 
national in scope, with the states 
meeting a large part of the cost of 
management and the Federal Gov- 
ernment acting as the custodian of 
the insurance reserves. 

On Reconstruction. 

Social insurance was one of the 
items in a three-point program 
laid down by the President. He 
offered this program with the pref- 
atory observation that the “im- 
mediate tasks of relief and recov- 
ery” must be carried further—that 
there must be a permanent reor- 
ganization of the economic life of 
the nation to prevent a recurrence 
of collapse.” 

“It is childish,” said the Presi- 
dent, “to speak of recovery first 
and reconstruction afterward. In 
the very nature of the processes of 
recovery we must avoid the de- 
structive influences of the past. We 
have shown the world that de- 
mocracy has within it the elements 
necessary to its own salvation.” 

He said that, although the means 
and details of reconstruction are 
in some cases new, the “objectives 
are as permanent as human na- 
ture.” First among the objectives 
he placed “the rity of the men, 
women and children of the nation,”

FORMER ‘SILVER SHIRT’

Paul A. V. L. Toal Sent

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Testi- 
mony that papers had been de- 
stroyed and that rifles and uni- 
forms were smuggled into the Unit- 
ed States was received yesterday 
by a special House Committee 
along with statements that Presi- 
dent Rooseveit’s forebears were 
Dutch Jews. | 

Paul A. von Lilienfeld Toal of 
Philadelphia, once employed by the 
“Silver Shirts,” an American or- 
ganization, was the witness who 
admitted destroying papers after 
he knew he was to appear before 
the committee that is investigating 
“yn-American activities” in the 
United States. 

“You got a subpena on Friday 
and Sunday night you destroyed 
your papers?” asked Chairman Mc- 
Cormack. 

“Yes,” the witness answered. 

He was not asked why, but vol- 
unteered the remark that he did 
not want the documents in his pos- 
session. 

“No Trace of Roosevelt.” 

Toal said too that when he 
worked for the Silver Shirts he sent 
out a letter saying, in part: 

“Reputable investigators seeking 
to establish correctly the Roosevelt 
family genealogy are forced to the 
conclugion that the President's 
forebears were Dutch Jews by the 
original name of Rosenfeld inas- 
much as they can find no trace of 
the Roosevelts in the vital statistics 
of Holland. 


“This is not meant to disparage 
the President or his forebears, 
whatever their racial extraction. It 


. is mentioned to possibly explain the 


present Mr. Roosevelt’s extraordin- 
ary leaning toward Hebrews in all 
truly significant offices and func- 
tions.” 

The same document referred to 
Secretary Morgenthau, Secretary 
Ickes, Bernard M. Baruch Jr., 
tice Lewis D. Brandeis of the Su- 
preme Court, and others to show 
“the preponderance of Jews in the 
presidential appointments and in 
the presidential preferences.” 


Rifles for Steel Helmets. 


Frank Mutschinski of New York 
supplied the testimony about the 
rifles and uniforms. These, he told 
the committee, were shipped to the 
United States from Germany for 
the use of the “Stahlhelm” or steel 
helmets in New York City. While 
he was connected with the organi- 
sation, Mutchinsk! said, its orders 
were received from a Hitler Cabi- 
net officer in Germany. 

An “unwritten order,” he assert- 
ed, was that Jews could not be- 
‘long to the “Stahlhelm.” Mutchin- 
ski also said many alien members 
of “Stahihelm” belonged to the 
New York National Guard. 

Inserted in the record was a let- 
ter from Sergeant Gottlieb Hass of 
the Seventy-first Infantry, New 
York National Guard, to the New 
York City chairman of the “Stahl- 
helm” saying: 

“T am sure that among the mem- 
bers of the ‘Steel Helmet,’ there 
are certainly many young people 
who have been inculcated with a 
special interest in military service. 
Wouldn’t they like to join our Na- 
tional Guard in New York? 

“Members of the ‘Steel Helmet’

Rifles for Drilling. 

Mutschinski agreed. that the 
qualifications for membership in 
the “Stahlhelm” were identical with 
those for Nazi party membership in 
Germany. In 1933, he testified, he 
left the organization because he 
wanted to become an American cit- 
izen. 

The “Stahihelm” members had 
rifles—“German military guns’— 
for “exercise,” the witness said, 
adding that “orders” from Germany 
demanded at least one hour's 
ing a week.

To the Congress of the United

Only a small number of the items 
of our program remain to be én- 
acted and I am confident that you

We 
have shown the world that de- 
mocracy has within it the elements 
necessary to its own salvation. 

Less hopeful countries where the 
ways of democracy are very new 
may revert to the autocracy of yes- 
terday. The American people can 
be trusted to decide wisely upon the 
measures to be taken by the Gov- 
ernment to eliminate the abuses of 
the past and to proceed in the di- 
rection of the greater good for the 
greater number. 

Our tasks of reconstruction does 
not require the creation of new and 
strange values. It is rather the 
finding of the way once more to 
known, but to some degree forgot- 
ten, ideals and values. If the means 
and details are in some instances 
new, the objectives are as perm- 
anent as human nature. : 

Among our objectives I place the 
security of the men, women and 
children of the nation first. 

This security for the individual 
and for the family concerns itself 
primarily with three factors. People 
want decent homes to live in; they 
want to locate them where they 
can engage in productive work; 
and they wart some _ safeguard 
against misfortunes which cannot 
be wholly eliminated in this man- 
made world of ours. 

In a simple and primitive civiliza- 
tion homes were to be had for the 
building. The bounties of nature 
in a new land provided crude but 
adequate food and shelter. When 
land failed, our ancestors moved on 
to better land. It was always pos- 
sible to push back the frontier, but 
the frontier has now disappeared. 
Our task involves the making of a 
better living out of the lands that 
we have, : 

So also, security was attained in 
the earlier days through the in- 
terdependence of members of fam- 
ilies upon each other and of the 
families within a small community 
upon each other. The complexities 
of great communities and of or- 
ganized industry make less real 
these simple means of security. 
Therefore, we are compelled to em- 
ploy. the active interest of the 
nation as a whole through govern- 
ment in order to encourage a great- 
er security for each individual who 
composes it. 

With the full co-oeration of the 
Congress we have already made a 
serious attack upon the problem 
of housing in our great cities. Mil- 
lions of dollars have been appro- 
priated for housing projects by Fed- 
eral and local authorities, often 
with the generous assistance of pri- 
vate owners. The task thus begun 
must be pursued for many years to 
come. There is ample private 
money for sound housing projects; 
and the Congress, in a measure 
now before you, can stimulate the 
lending of money for the modern- 
ization of existing homes and the 
building of new.homes. In pur- 
suing this we are working 
toward the ultimate objective of 
making it possible for American 
families to live as Americars

not make a living in their present 
positions. Only thus can we per- 
manently eliminate many millions 
of people from the relief rolls on 
which their names are now found. 
The extent of the usefulness of 
our great natural inheritance of 
land and water depends on our 
mastery of it. We are now so or- 
ganized that science and invention 
have given us the means of more 
extensive and effective attacks up- 
on the problems of nature than 
We have learned to 
utilize water power, to reclaim 
deserts, to recreate forests and to 
redirect the flow of population. Un- 
til recently we have proceeded al- 
most at random, making many mis- 
takes. 

There are many ilustrations of 
the necessity for such planning. 
Some sections of the Northwest and 
Southwest which formerly existed 
as grazing land, were spread over 
with a fair crop of grass. On this 
land the water table lay a dozen 
or 20 feet below the surface, and 
newly arrived settlers put this land 
under the plow. Wheat was grown 
by dry farming methods. But in 
many of these places today the 
water table under the land has 
dropped to 50 or 60 feet below the 
surface and the top soil in dry sea- 
sons is blown away like driven 
snow. Falling rain, in the absence 
of grass roots, filters through the 
soil, runs off the surface, or is 
quickly reabsorbed into the atmos- 
phere. Many million acres of such 
land must be restored to grass or 
trees if we are to prevent a new 
and man-made Sahara. 

At the other extreme, there are 
regions originally arid, which have 
been generously irrigated by hu- 
man engineering. But in some of 
these places the hungry soil has 
not only absorbed the water neces- 
sary to produce magnificent crops, 
but so much more water that the 
water table has now risen to the 
point of saturation, thereby threat- 
ening the future crops upon which 
many families depend. 

Human knowledge is great 
enough ‘today to give us assurance 
of success in carrying through the 
abandonment of many millions of 
acres for agricultural use and the 
replacing of these acres with others 
on which at least a living can be 
earned. 

The rate of speed that we can 
usefully employ in this attack on 
impossible social and economic con- 
ditions must be determined by busi- 
ness-like procedure. It would be 
absurd to undertake too many proj- 
ects at once or to do a patch of 
work here and another there with- 
out finishing the whole of an in- 
dividual project. Obviously, the 
Government cannot undertake na- 
tional projects in every one of the 
435 Congressional districts, nor 
even in every one of the 48 States. 
The magnificent conception of na- 
tional realism and national needs 
that this Congress has built up has 
not only set an example of large 
vision for all time, but has almost 
consigned to oblivion our ancient 
habit of pork barrel legislation; to 
that we cannot and must not re- 
vert. When the next Congress con- 
venes I hope to be able to present 
to it a carefully considered national 
plan, covering the development and 
the human use of our national re- 
} sources of land and water over a 
longer period of years. 

In considering the cost of such 
a program it must be clear to all 
of us that for many years to come 
we shall be engaged in the task of 
rehabilitating many hundreds of 
thousands of our American fami- 
lies. In so doing we shall be de- 
creasing future costs for the direct 
relief of destitution. I hope that 
it will be possible for the Govern- 
ment to adopt as a clear policy to 
be carried out over a long period, 
the appropriation of a large, defi- 
nite, annual sum so. that work may

status. In discussing-the return of” 
strikers, they said, they would seek 
to determine whether last night’s 
vote indicated a sincere effort to 
return under conditions fair to all 
ora strategic Move to regain a lost 
advantage. 

The men made their decision aft- 
er M. L. Lewis, representing the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
the union’s Executive Board had 
recommended that they “make an 
about-face” and go back to their 
posts in view of the position of the 
Petroleum Labor Policy Board. 

Lewis said Dr. W. M. Leiserson, 
chairman of the Petroleum Board, 
indieated in a long-distance  tele- 
phone conversation yesterday that 
he considered the strike ill-advised 
and that the board was “washing 
its hands of it.” Dr. Leiserson pre- 
viously had expressed regret at the 
“hasty strike action” before submis- 
sion of disputed questions to the 
board under the union agreement. 

The men’s decision to return to 
work, Lewis said, would leave the 
settlement of differences to mego- 
tiations between the union and the 
oi] companies. 
Statement of Companies. 

H. T. Ashton, chairman of the 
companies’ Wage Committee, issued 
the following statement: 

“The companies are trying this 
morning to determine whether the 
strikers really want to go back to

OSSINING, N. Y., June 8.—The 
three officers of the Bronx murder 
trust met death last night in Sing 
Sing’s electric chair. 

Four of them were to die. Frank 
Pasqua, Daniel Kriesberg and An- 
thony Marino were passengers on 
Charon’s barge last night, but Joe 
Murphy, the clumsy, dim-witted 
bartender, did not go. Four hours 
before the time of doom, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor William Bray gave 


him a two weeks’ respite. They 
say big Joe -has a child’s brain. 
That he was oniy the addled puppet 
of the evil trinity who were shocked 
to death for murdering Make Mal- 
loy, a derelict, for $2000 life insur- 
ance they got for him. 

150 Witnesses in Death House. 

One hundred and fifty witnesses 
sat in the yellow pews of the death 
house. 

Robert V. Elliott, the executioner, 
was stooped over a bucket of brine, 
soaking the leather head-dress of 
death as the witnesses shuffled in. 
He is a gray-faced man with a 
twitchy Adam’s apple, and a cow’s 
lick of hair which cascades over 
his hatchet countenance. 

There is the slow, shuffling slap 
of steps beyond the door. It opens. 
You see the guards first. They are 
sweaty, massive, grave-faced. You 
see the priest, fat and in a black 
eassock. He is Father John P. 
McCaffrey, chaplain of the prison. 

Frank Pasqua was the vice-presi- 
dent of the murder trust. He is the 
gravest and so he must die fiPst. 
Death is a confederate of his, for 
he was an undertaker and a mur- 
derer for profit. 

Scene at the Chair. 

He shambles toward the chair, 
his eyes wandering around’ the 
room. You notice his left pants 
leg is slashed, his crumpled white 
shirt open at the throat.

They buckle the straps on him.

So when John heard a neighbor 
woman scream for help yesterday 
afternoon and saw a youth race 
down the alley on a bicycle, he 
knew just what to do. He ran into 
the house, snatched up his father’s 


automatic pistol, jumped on his 
own bicycle and gave chase. In 
Christy Park, more than a_ mile 


southeast, he fired one shot at the 
fugitive. A polideman heard it 
and caught the youth, who con- 
fessed four burglaries. 

“TI was just coming home from 
the Buder School,” John,. 14-year- 
old eighth grade student, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reported today. “I 
heard this lady scream and saw 
this fellow going down the alley. So 
I got my father’s gun—it’s a .32 
Colt automatic—and went after 
him. 

“T fired one shot at him. I didn't 
want to hit him; just wanted to 
scare him, and a cop heard it and 
he saw the cop and he stopped 
then. He was aboypt two feet big- 
ger than me, I guess.” 

The woman who screamed was 
Mrs. Emily Kampmeyer, who re— 
turned to her home, 5037A Suther- 
land avenue, a block south of Ban- 
croft avenue, to find the youth in- 
side ransacking it. The intruder 
fled with a purse containing $2.05 
and a diamond ring. With John 
in hot pursuit, he threw the loot 
away as he sped along. It was re- 
covered. 

The prisoner, who said he was 
Edgar R. Foster, 16, who lives with 
his grandmother at 4355 Wilcox 
avenue, had been arrested six times 
before, once as a runaway, once for 
automobile theft—there was no 
prosecution in that case—and four 
times, suspected of larceny.

WITH 20 1N PLAGE 


Two Robbers Invade Bar at 
2601 Missouri Av. —Get 
Money Obtained to Cash 
Pay Checks. 


Sharles Rudelich, saloonkeeper 
at 2601 Missouri avenue, East St. 
Louis, was robbed of $1629. by two 
armed men at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. Also taken were $800 in 
checks. of employes of the Alcoa 
Ore Co., which Rudelich had 
cashed. 

Rudelich, earlier in the ey had 
obtained $2400 at a bank to cash 


jchecks and had used one-third of 


the money. 
The robbers sauntered to the bar 


and ordered beer. Rudelich served 
them. About 20 men, including sev- 
eral employes of the saloon, were 
playihg cards or drinking in the 
place. As Rudblich drew a second 
round of drinks, the robbers drew 
revolvers. One went behind the 
bar and covered Rudelich, saying:

The loss was insured. Rudelich 
was robbed of $3600 in front of the 
saloon Jan. 9, 1932. 

Police thought the robbers might 
have been the pair who earlier to- 
day held up Robert Phelps in his 
general store at Dupo, south of 
East St. Louis. Phelps was robbed 
of $15 and several pairs of overalls 
and trousers.

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HEARING ON LAWYERS 
ACCUSED BY ICKES ENDS 


Commission to Report to Hit- 
nois Supreme Court in 
Disbarment Case, 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June &.-—~Seven Chi- 
cago attorneys, sitting as a com- 
mission for the State Supreme 
Court, yesterday heard Lucius J, 
M, Malimin vigorously defend him- 
self against charges he tried te 
blackmail Secretary of the Interior 
Harold Ickes, 

Then, the testimony completed, 
the commission adjourned to report 


to the Supreme Court, probably 
several weeks hence. From these 
reports the court wilf decide 


whether Maimin, a former Federal 
Judge of the Virgin Islands, and 
his co-defendant, C. W. Larsen, an 
attorney, will be disbarred as re 
quested by Ickes. 

Ickes charged Maimin and Lar 
sen had attempted to enlist his in- 
fluence with President Roosévelt 
to get them Federal appointments 


on a threat of eapposing to the 
courts public dealings Ickes had in 
a law suit his firm had undertaken 
before Ickes was in public office. 
Malmin, who has been before the 
bar 50 years, charged the commis- 


sioners themselves with being 
afraid of Ickes. 
"Even the Bar Association,” he 


said, “ise overwhelmed and dazzled 
by the shadow of the man and the 
halo that surrounds him. The press 
of the nation fears him. The Presi- 
dent of the United States fears 
him!” 

“In God's name, gentlemen,” he 
wound up his plea, “I beg of you 
not to crush me, Surely 50 years 
before the bar mean something. If 
I were tried for murder I could 
not feel worse. Do not do this 
thing to me.” 

Malmin had categorically denied 
all of Ickes’ charges, and Larsen 
testified he had gone ahead in the 
contested law suit Ickes said they 
were using as the blackmail lever 
only on the direction of his ciiént, 
Dr. Roland P. Saunders. Dr. Saun- 
ders corroborated this statement in 
testimony. é 

In the course of the testimony 
Maimin submitted a sheaf of let- 
ters, some dating from 1922, ad- 


dressed to “Dear Lueius” and 
signed by Franklin D. Roosevelt.

The Board of Aldermen, at its 
Meeting today, is expected to act 
on the four tax revenue measures

Besides the gallonage taxes, 
there are bills to increase the city 
gasoline tax from half a cent to a 
cent a gallon and a méasure in- 
creasing the taxes of merchants’ 
and manufacturers’ sales from $1 
to $1.25 per $1000 and on stock from 
28 to 67 cents per $100. The four 
measures, together with the present 
license taxes on hard liquor, have 
been estimated to net the city about

Reorganization of the Coronado 
Hotel Co., which has been in State 
Court receivership since March, 
1932, is sought in a petition filed in 


Federal Court yesterday by holders] 


of $2600 of the company’s bonds, 
under the new amendment extend- 
ing provisions of the bankruptcy 
law to cover virtually all corpora- 
tions. 

It was the fourth suit of the kind 
filed here yesterday following Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's signing of the bill 
at 11 a. m. Two of -the others, 
filed by rival attorneys a minute 
apart, propose reorganization of the 
St. Louis Publie Service Co., the 
third seeking eventual retirement 
of the bonded indebtedness of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. 

The petitioners for reorganization 
of the gas company hold $5000 of 
its bonds. 
ice 
Bryan, Williams, Cave & McPhee- 
ters, is on behalf of owners of $10,- 
000 in bonds and a Bond Holders’ 
Committee claiming deposits of 
more than $9,000,000 in bonds. The 
other, filed a minute later, by Louis 
Mayer and Irl B. Rosenblum, is on 
behalf of holders of $22,000 in 
bonds. 

Rosenblum said he would seek to 
have the earlier petition declared 
inadequate. 

The Coronado and Public Service 
petitions will be assigned to Judge 
Davis’ court, where prior equity 
proceedings are pending, while the 
Laclede petitior will be assigned to 
Judge Faris, who is considering a 
receivership suit against the com- 
pany. 

The Laclede position alleges the 
company is insolvent and is seek- 
ing extension of a $10,000,000 bond 
issue which matured, but was not 
paid; last April 1.

One at Alton to Be No. 26 
in Series Which Will Keep 
River Steady. 


Taming the upper Mississippi i 
the nercuiear task that has’ been 
undertaken by the United States 
Corps of Engineers, which is now 
constructing a $10,000,000 dam at 
Alton that will be the twenty-sixth 
in a series of dams in the 650 miles 
of waterway between Alton and 
Minneapolis. The Federal Govegn- 
ment is expending between $150,- 
000,000 and $175,000,000 on this ca- 
nalization project to provide river 
freight boats with a year-round 
nine-foot channel between the twin 
cities and the Gulf of Mexico. 

Army engineers estimate that ca- 
nalization of the river will be com- 
pleted in five to eight years, de- 
pending on the rapidity at which 
Congress appropriates funds. At 
present, 14 dams or their locks are 
under construction. The plan of 
the Government is @ start on as 
many projects as possible as soon 
as funds are available, rather than 
to build one dam ata time, as was 
done on the Ohio River. 


What Dams Will Do. 


The dams, Army engineers say, 
will maintain the channel at a 
constant nine-foot depth through- 
out dry seasons and wet. In flood 
seasons gates can be raised to dis- 
charge enough water to prevent 
overflowing of the river banks, 
while in dry seasons the impound- 
ed water will keep the river stage 
high enough for navigation. Then, 
too, since the current is impeded 
there will be less danger from 
shifting sand bars which now ob- 
struct navigation. With a channel 
of unchanging depth and position, 
river freight trafic is expected to 
increase sharply. . 

Cofferdams for the locks of the 
Alton project, which engineers 


designate as Dam No. 26, have just |. 


been set in place, and construction 
of the dam proper will begin as 
soon as funds are allocated. Army 
engineers expect the job will be 
completed in 1936. 

The Alton dam will lift the wa- 
ter 23% feet above low water, 
about 22 feet above the river's 
present level. The impounded wa- 
ter will create a pool about a mile 
wide behind the dam, flood most of 
Piasa and Portage Islands, and 
form a lake five miles square at 
the confluence of the Illinois and 
Mississippi Rivers. Dr. Fred Wade 
Jones of the Mini Yacht Club says 
the dam will give a strong stimu- 
lus to motorboating in the region. 


Twin Locks at Alton. 


The dam will be 1724 feet long, 
with twin locks. The maximum 
flow of the river can be dis- 
charged at high water through 
three roller type gates and 30 
tainter type gates. Lockage time 
for small pleasure craft, engineers 
estimate, will be about 20 minutes. 

Core borings are now being made 
to establish sites for two more pro- 
jected dams—Nos. 24 and 25— 
above Alton. No. 25 is expected to 
be 3% miles above Alton at Cape Au 
Gris, and No. 24 at Hamburg, 15 
miles further upstream. The 26 
dams between Alton and Minne- 
apolis will be spaced an average of 
25 miles apart and have an aver- 
age lift of 12% feet, ; 

Development of the entire cankl- 
ization project is under the direc- 
tion of Col. E. L. Daley, division 
engineer of the Upper Mississippi 
Valley Division, Corps of United 
States Engineers. Work at Loek 
No. 26 is under the supervision of 
Capt. A. B. Harloe, with Lieut. W. 
W. Wanamaker in local charge.

TOKIO, June 8—Japan, which 
qut Geneva in anger last year, 
tersely made known today she 
would not join the League of Na- 
tions-sponsored arms embargo 
ecainst Paraguay and Bolivia. 
“Since Japan seceded from the 
League of Nations,” a foreign office 
spokesman said, “she has been fol- 
lowing the principle that she is in 
no way concerned with the 
league's political affairs.’ 

This reply to the league’s invi- 
tation to join the embargo probably 
will be made orally by Counsul- 
Genral Yokoyama at Geneva. 

Japan, the spokesman said, is not 
selling arms to either of the South 
American belligerents. 


Negotiations have been opened in 
London for an arms embargo inde- 
pedent of the league. The object 
is to secure participation of Ger- 
manv, Russia and Japan, non- 
leacue members. 

The United States, a fourth large 
Power which does not belong to the 
league, has already put an embar- 
go into effect. Germany, it was 
understood, is ready to join the 
plan and exchanges are under way 
with Russia and Japan. 

Meanwhile, at Geneva,’ the 
League of Nations Council failed to 
agree on a method of handling the 
proposed embargo, to which num- 
erous nations have subscribed. Bo- 
livia claims it cannot be put into 
effect legally sinc. she has invoked 
article 15 of the league covenant, 
calling for an examination of the 
struggle. 


RUMANIAN MAYORS CHEER 
CAROL, 4 YEARS ON THRONE 


King Says “My Slogan Is Work”; 
Prince Mihai Reviews Pro- 
cession With Father.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, June 8. 
-Carol II, King of Rumania, today 
eelebrated the fourth anniversary 
of his enthronement. 

It was also the fourth anniver- 
sary of Prince Mihai, 11 years oid, 
as Crown Prince. The sudden re- 
turn of his father from Paris in 
1930 cut short his career as a boy 
King. 

Father and son stood together 
this morning on a balcony of the 
palace and reviewed a procession 
of mayors who.had come from all 
the cities, towns and villages of 
Rumania for the celebration. The 
marching mayors—many in pictur- 
esque peasant garb—cheered lustily 
for Carol and his son, lifting their 
hats as they passed the palace. 

Later, in the open air arena of 
Carol Park, they waited patiently 
in the hot sun for the appearance 
of the King and the Crown Prince 
and cheered them again. Carol wore 
a white duck Admiral’s uniform and 
Mihai the uniform of a military 
academy. 

“My slogan is work,” said the

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FRANCO-BRITISH COMPROMISE 
ON ARMAMENT ARRANGED 


- Designed to Open 
to Return 


Agreement Promoted by American Delegate 


Way to Germany 
to Parley. 


By the Associated Press, 

GENEVA, June 8—Norman H. 
Davis, United States Ambassador- 
at-Large, said today the disarma- 


ment agreement reached last night 
between France and Great Britain, 
largely as a result of Davis’ efforts, 
was of real value and paved the 
way for solving the disarmament 
problem—if that problem can be 
solved. 

Davis will leave next week, for 
London to represent the United 
States at the preliminary conversa- 
tion looking toward the naval con- 
ference of 1935. He said a recon- 
Ciliation actually had been reached 
between France and England, de- 
spite the acrimonious discussion 
early in the week, and that this 
reconciliation took into account the 
positions of both governments. 


Davis Explains Plan. 

Speaking in behalf of the United 
States delegation, Davis said the 
agreement did not mean attainment 
of disarmament immediately, but 
did ‘mean that France and Great 
Britain now could deal with the 
problem in a constructive manner. 
He thinks that this Franco-British 
agreement will have a good effect 
on Germany. 

Davis said that the American 
delegates acted as mediators be- 
tween the French and British diplo- 
mats, saying that the United States 
had an interest in everything that 
promoted stability and good will. 
He declared that France and Great 
Britain now had recognized that if 
they were going to reach an agree- 
ment, they would also have to reach 
an understanding with Germany. 

To Open Way for Germany. 

The essential feature of the com- 
promise adopted is that negotia- 
tions shall be opened fo get Ger- 
many back into the conference. 
Approval of most of the govern- 
ments represented must be given 
the program. Capt. Anthony Eden, 
Lord Privy Seal of Great Britain, 
received authority from his Govern- 
ment today to accept the compro- 
mise. As Barthou and Davis had 
full powers to act, the assent of 
France and the United States is 
already a fact. 

Other Powers like Italy, Russia 
and Rumania, that did not partici- 
pate in the compromise conversa- 
tion, were reported to be grumbling 
somewhat but leaders expect the 
program to go through as accepted 
by the “big three.” 

Recommendations Made. 

The compromise solution pre- 
sented to the Disarmament Com- 
mittee provides that the Steering 
Committee, with a view to a gen- 
eral acceptance of a disarmament 
treaty, is invited to seek the means 
it deems appropriate for a solu- 
tion of outstanding problems “with- 


will desire to enter in order to 
facilitate the attainment of final 
success by a return of Germany to 
the conference.” . 

The resolution recommends the 
following decisions: 

1. On security: “Since the results 
of the earlier work of the confer- 
ence have enabled certain regional 
security agreements to be con- 
cluded in Europe during the past 
year, the conference appoints a 
special committee to conduct such 
preliminary studies as are deemed 
appropriate to facilitate the conclu- 
sion of further agreements of the 
same nature which may be nego- 
tiated outside the conference. The 
conference decides to appoint a spe- 
cial committee to study the ques- 
tion of guarantees and execution 
and to resume its works relating 
to the supervision of armaments.” 

2. Air forces: It is provided that 
the conference instruct its air com- 
mittee to resume the study of this 
problem. 

3. Manufacture and trade in 
arms: A special committee is sug- 
gested to study this question in the 
light of a recommendation by the 
United States. 

The conference, under the resolu- 
tion, will assign to the Steering 
Committee the question of taking 
necessary steps at the proper time 
to insure that when the President 
convenes the conference “it will 
have before it as far as possible the 
complete draft of a convention.” 

Barthou Praises Davis. 

Foreign Minister Barthon this 
afternoon adressed the full confer- 
ence in support of the resolution. 
Barthou praised Davis for assisting 
in bringing about an agreement. 

Davis’ intercession was helpful 
because of his “experience, wisdom, 
authority and love of peace,” Bar- 
thou said. “The action of the 
American delegate again demon- 
strates the traditional friendship 
between the United States and 
France.” 

Alluding to the Franco-British 
controversy, Barthou said it was 
over and that the two nations “in 
which liberty reigns,” would settle 
their problems in a spirit of perfect 
friendship. 

Barthou expressed the hope Ger- 
many would return to the confer- 
ence. He denied France, “either in 
thought or act is carrying on a 
policy of encireling Germany. Ger- 
many may resume her place in ar- 
rangements for peace.” 

Reports that Chancellor Hitler 
and Premier Mussolini of Italy 
may meet in Venice to discuss Ger- 
many’s possible return to the con- 
ference were circulated.

Former Dictator Waldemaras, 
Leader, and 20 Officers Said 
to Be Under Arrest.

LONDON, June 8.—The revolt of 
Prof, Augustine Waldemaras 
against the Lithuanian Government 
has been suppressed and Walde- 
maras is in jail on a charge of trea- 
son, according to dispatches from 
Baltic points. 

(A German news bureau report 
from Kaunas, capital of Lithuania, 
said 20 army officers were arrested 
with the leader of the uprising.) 
The fate of Waldemaras, former 
dictator of the nation, rests with 
Lithuanian authorities. The latest 
uprising involved a mutiny of mili- 
tary garrrisons. 

Once before Waldemaras was 
sent across the frontier. Under the 
terms of the second exile, from 
which he returned to attempt to 
seize the Government, he was sup- 
posed to remain at Krottinger, an 
estate owned by Lithuania. :

UTILITIES TOGIVE 
UP CONTROL OF 
PEABODY COAL CO 


Stockholders of Latter Will 
Be Called on June 18 to 
Ratify Arrangement for 
Transfer. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 8.—Controlling 
stock of the Peabody Coal Co. is to 
be relinquished by four utility com- 
panies which have controlled the 
company since 1928, Stuyvesant 
Peabody, president, announced in 
his annual report issued yesterday. 

At the annual stockholders meet- 
ing June 18, ratification will be 
asked for the deal which returns 
the 991,499 controlling shares’ to 
the Peabody Co. and includes long- 
term contracts with the utility com- 
panies to furnish about 75 per cent 
of their coal needs. 

Utilities involved in the transac- 
tions are: The Commonwealth Edi- 
son Co., the Peoples Gas, Light & 
Coke Co., Middle West Utilities Co., 
and the Public Service Co. of North- 
ern Illinois. 

The union of the Peabody com- 
pany with the utilities was effected 
in 1928 by Samuel Insull, on a basis 
of cost of production plus 15 cents 
profit. Contracts were made to fur- 
nish 90 per cent or more of coal 
used by the utlities. In 1931 the 
contracts were modified to allow an 
eight per cent return on the com- 
pany’s investment. 

The new proposals extend until 
April 30, 1958, and the 15 cents 
profit per ton basis with the utili- 
ties agreeing to take only 75 per 
cent of their needs from Peabody. 

The electric utilities are obligated 
under the agreement to take an 
aggregate of 2,634,000 tons a year, 
and the People’s Gas Co. a mini- 
mum of 366,000 tons annually. A 
Kentucky gas coal property, orig- 
inally owned by the gas company, 
will be reconveyed to it. 

Stockholders also will be asked to 
reduce the A common stock from 
200,000 shares to 5000, Boost its par 
value from $25 to $1000, and elimin- 
ate the cumulative dividend provid- 
ed in the issue. 

Peabody announced that during 
the fiscal year ended April 30 the 
company earned a net profit of 
$534,921 after all charges, in con- 
trast with a net loss of $417,908 in 
the preceding year, and reduced its 
balance sheet deficit from $2,742,- 
150 to $1,666,279.

Started or Placed Under Contract 
by Federal Government. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Three- 
fourths of the $1,408,000,000 of con- 
struction being done by the Federal 
Government with public works 
funds was listed today by Secretary 
of Interior Ickes as already started 
or under contract.

A third of 
this is being advertised for bids.

General Lazaro Cardenas 
Virtually Certain of Elec- 
tion—Has No Effective 
Opposition. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F.—Barring unpre- 
dictable developments, Gen. Lazaro 
Cardenas, 40-year-old veteran of 
revolutionary campaigns, will be 
elected forty-fifth constitutional 
President of the republic on July 
1. Lack of any effective opposition 
virtually reduces the voting to a 
formality. 

With the opposition divided into 
three factions, and apparently dis- 
couraged from any forceful action 
by the threat of the powerfgil gov- 
ernment party to “answer violence 
with violence,” the campaign has 
been lacking in general interest. 
Outstanding personalities and is- 
sues have likewise been absent. 
Cardenas’ program, the six-year 
plan of the national revolutionary 
party, or “P. N. R.,” was written 
long before he was nominated last 
December, and much of it has al- 
ready been put into effect by Pres- 
ident Abelardo Rodriguez. 

Under this plan, Rodriguez has 
already established a semi-govern- 
ment petroleum company, made 
plans for a semi-official electric 
light and power company, has 
speeded up the agrarian program 
and pushed highway projects. Car- 
denas’ work, therefore. will be for 
the most part a continuation of 
steps taken by Rodriguez. The sol- 
dier-candidate has indicated, how- 
ever, that he will possibly go out- 
side the six-year plan, which has 
been described by Ambassador Jo- 
sephus Daniels as “Mexico’s new 
deal and square deal.” 

Cardenas is reported to favor 
passage of a national prohibition 
law and also legislation to enable 
women to take a greater part in 
politics and government. Rumors 
of disagreements between Cardenas 
and other leaders of the party, re- 
portedliy displeased with some of 
the candidate’s ideas, have been in 
circulation for some time but there 
have been no developments to con- 
firm them. 

In preparation for his six-year 
term in the presidency, which he 
expects to assume Dec. 1, Cardenas 
has served as Governor of the State 
of Michocan, president of the P. N. 
R. and for a short term as Secre- 


tary of War. Brief as this experi- 
ence in public office has been, 
Cardenas would enter the presi- 


dency with a thorough personal 
knowledge of the country. He has 
spent six months in an intensive 
campaign tour. 

General Antonio I. Villarreal, 
candidate of the confederation of 
revolutionary independent parties, 
received unexpected support late in 
the campaign b:- the withdrawal of 
Gilberto Valenzuela, nominee of the 
anti-re-electionist group, who was 
unwilling to abandon his exile in 
El Paso, Tex., and risk facing old 
charges of rebellion. 

Coronel Adelberto Tejeda, former 
Governor of Vera Cruz, has perhaps 
the strongest personal following of 
the oppositionists, consisting chief- 
ly of agrarians in his home state.

POLL SHOWS NEW DEAL 
SLIPPING IN FARM AREA 


Literary Digest, However, Re- 
ports Gains in Industrial 
eenters. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 8.—Although 
maintaining a favorable ratio of 3 
to 2, the New Deal shows a loss of 
popularity in mid-western agricul- 
tural regions and an _ increasing 
support in industrial states, accord- 
ing to balloting in the fourth re- 
port today of the Literary Digest’s 
poll on President Roosevelt's acts 
and policies. 

The latest returns gave the ad- 
ministration an approving vote of 
370,491 to 255,429 opposing. Of the 
25 states reported, in the current 
tabulation, only Maine and Ver- 
mont are in the dissenting column. 

The magazine states that the 25 
polled states furnished  three- 
fourths of the country’s popular 
vote in Roosevelt’s election. 

In comparing the current poll 
with 1932 election percentages, 
Roosevelt versus Hoover, the Liter- 
ary Digest says it finds a slump 
in the President’s popularity amonz 
some of the mid-Western states— 
notably Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma and Wisconsin. 
On the same basis, there is shown 
an increase of popularity in the in- 
dustrial East—Connecticut, Massa- 


chusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, 
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New York and Pennsylvania. 

In Minnesota, where third party 
talk is attracting attention, the 
poll gives the President at 65.07 pec 
cent vote, which the magazine says 
is 5.16 per cent better than it gave 
him in the election. 

Polls at both Harvard and Yale 
supported the administration, but 
not by the wide margins noted in 
1932 poll.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., June 8. — 
Failure of conservationists in most 
states to offer co-ordinated plans 
for CWA workers is said by J. N, 
(Ding) Darling, Chief of the Unit- 
ed States Biological Survey, to be 
the cause for the “considerable 
amount of damage done by work- 
ers.” 

Darling, in Ann Arbor for «a 
meeting of Michigan conservation 
men, said Michigan and Connecti- 
cut were notable exceptions. In 
these two states plans were ready 
for the improvement of streams 
and wild life cover when the emer 
gency arose. In Ohio, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Wisconsin and other 
states of the Mississippi Valley 
down to Louisiana CWA workers 
labored at cross purposes with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. 

Work at Cross Purposes. 

While the CCC men were engaged 
in building obstructions to provide 
waters for migratory birds, the 
CWA men were digging drainage 
ditches to take the water from 
marshes which had been used by 
the birds. While the CCC men 
were planting to provide cover, the 
CWA men were cutting brush away 
from roadsides and the banks of 
streams. 

Part of the work of the CCC, 
Darling said, has been to stop eros- 
ion on hillsides by planting trees 
and bushes. The CWA workers 
have cleared long stretches of 
sloping ground of their protection

“These local politicians undoubt- 
edly have good intentions, but they 
imagination,” said Darling 
“They understood their duty was 
to provide work.

Least Harmful Task.

A national plan- 
ning commission was appointed, 
and offers of assistance were made 
to the states, Darling said, but 
most of the states did not answer 
letters offering co-operation. 

“The thing to do now is to make 
plans for the future, so that if and 
when a similar emergency and op- 
portunity arises, the conservation- 
ists will be in position to put 
forward worthwhile projects,” he 
said. “The country needs a system 
of roadside parks, so that when 
people are going places they can 
stop for picnics. Under present 
conditions they are forced to eat 
at hot dog stands.’ ’

ITH the passage of the stock exchange 
W bill and the amendment of the Secur- 

ities Act, it may be said that Con- 
gress has carried out the legislative reforms 
of the capital market to which the New 
Deal was pledged. 
This does not mean that in the years to 
come there will not be further reforms of 
our financial system. It does not mean 
that the new laws will not be amended 
from time to time, as experience shows the 
need. But it does mean that the basic prin- 
cipies of the New Deal in finance, to which 
this administration was committed by its 
platform and by the President's speeches, 
have been established. 
In respect to his pledges of financia)] re- 
form, Mr. Roosevelt stands today about 
where Woodrow Wilson stood when he 
signed the Federal Reserve Act. From now 
on, the problem is to make the new order 


therefore, to suppose that we can foresee 
how the new laws regulating the capital 
market will work. 

In matters of this sort, what men have to 
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are conscious of what is happening only 
when something goes wrong. But in these 
days, when every upstart is so scornful of 
democracy, the course of events since these 
new measures began to be debated is one 
in which we can take pride. 

We have seen a great controversy over 
very intricate matters. Men have spoken 
their minds freely, have been listened to 
carefully and have persuaded other meén to 
change their opinions and meet them at 
least half-way. That is how democracy is 
meant to work. No one has ever claimed 
for it that it could not make mistakes. “Its 
justification lies in the fact that it can be 
persuaded to correct its mistakes.

Tommy Carroll Shot Down 
by Two Detectives When 
He Attempts to Draw 
Pistol. 


WATERLOO, Ia., June 8.—Tom- 
my Carroll, Dillinger gangster, 
wanted in two murders and several 
bank robberies, was shot to death 


yesterday when he attempted to es-/} 


cape from two detectives who tried 
to arrest him. 

Informed by a garage mechanic 
that an automobile he had repaired 
contained weapons and an extra set 
of license plates, Detectives Emil 
Steffen and P. E. Walker located 


the car, parked half a block from } 
the police station, and waited wun- |. 


til Carroll and a girl approached it. 
As the officers stepped up, the 
gangster attempted-to draw a pis- 
tol, they said. Walker grappled with 
the gun man and Steffen shot him. 
Both officers fired as Carroll broke 
away and he fell with five bullet 
wounds. 


Dying Man Questioned. 

With Carroll was Jean Crompton, 
who said she was his wife. Police 
are holding her. She was one of 
the three women arrested following 
Dillinger’s escape April 22 from the 
Little Bohemia resort at Mercer, 
Wis. Carroll, a new member of the 
Dillinger gang, was supposed to 


have been at the resort, too. He 


was wanted for questioning in the 
killing of ‘Federal Agent W. Carter 
Baum, slain near the Little Bo- 
hemia resort when Dillinger and 
his cohorts escaped from a trap. 
A second killing laid to Carroll 
was that of H. C. Perron, San An- 
tonio city detective, slain last De- 
cember 11. ° 

O. H. Dewey, a Federal agent, 
questioned Carroll before the 38 
year-old gunman died, about the 
whereabouts of Dillinger. Officers

Pineapple Gelatin Pie. 


Two tablespoons granulated gela- 


tin. 
One-half cup cold water. 


Three cups canned crushed pine-

Baked pastry shell. 


Soak gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes.

When 
mixture begins to set, beat well and 
fold in the cream whipped. Cool 
until mixture will pile on a spoon, 
then pile into baked pastry shell, 
chill until thoroughly set. and serve.

One cup seedless raisins. 

One cup pineapple juice and wa- 
ter. 

One cup pineapple cubes. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice.

No mention was made of the num- 
ber of guests to be entertained, so 
we give recipes for six persons, 
which can be enlarged in propor- 
tion to the guests. 

Wedding Menu. 

Honey Dew melon 
Creamed sweetbreads and mush- 
rooms in bread patties 
Ripe olives, Celery Sweet pickles 
Fresh fruit salad with cheese 
dressing 
Assorted sandwiches 
Ice cream. Small cakes 


' Bride’s cake 
Coffee Bon bons 
Creamed Sweetbreads and Mush- 
rooms. 

Soak two sweetbreads in cold wa- 
ter tor one hour, changing the wa- 
ter several times. Drain and plunge 
into boiling water to which one ta- 
blespoon .pure vinegar has been 
added, and cook for 15 minutes. 
Drain and place immediately into 
ice water to blanch. Allow to stand 
for 10 minutes, then drain and chill. 
Cut in dice and add to the following 
sauce with two cups of mushrooms, 
fresh or canned. If fresh, peel, 
cut in pieces and-saute in butter. 

Melt one tablespoon butter and 
blend with four tablespoons flour. 
Add two cups rich milk or thin 
cream, one-half teaspoon salt, dash 
of pepper and one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, and cook, 
stirring constantly, until thickened 
and the flour thoroughly cooked. 
Serve in bread patties and garnish 
attractively with slices of stuffed 
olives. 

Bread Patties. 

Cut one loaf stale bread into six 
slices, about two inches thick. Trim 
the crusts, cut in squares and hol- 
low out the centers leaving bread 
cases or patties in which to serve 
the creamed sweetbreads and mush- 
rooms. Brush the patties slightly 
with melted butter and toast until 
delicately brown in a hot oven. 

Cheese Dressing. 

Mash one small package soft 
cream cheese and add one cup well 
seasoned French dressing, a little 
at a time, mixing thoroughly after 
each addition. Good on any salad 
combination of fresh fruits. 


GRAPEJUICE SALAD 


Cook one tablespoon gelatine in 
one-fourth cup of cold water for 
five minutes. Then add, mixing 
well, the following: 

One-half cup hot water, 

One cup cold grape juice, 

One-fourth cup sugar, two table- 
spoons lemon juice and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt. 

Allow mixture to cool and when 
starting to thicken add one-half 
cup celery, chopped, and one cup 
diced fresh apples. 

Pour into molds that have been 
rinsed in cold water. Chill. To 
serve, unmold salad on lettuce and 
garnish with mayeaaine and nut 
meats. 


RHUBARB SAUCE CAKE 


One cup fine, dry crumbs. 

One-half cup butter. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup cold thick sweetened 
‘rhubarb sauce. 

One-half teaspoon soda. 

One-half cup raisins, cut fine, 

One-half cup nuts, cut fine. 

One teaspoon cloves. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One cup flour. 

Cream butter and sugar together, 
and add rhubarb sauce. Mix dry in- 
gredients and add to first mixture. 
Bake in greased loaf pan in mod- 
erate oven, about 50 minutes. 


TOMATO JELLY RING 


Cook one quart canned tomatoes, 
one small sliced onion, one stalk 
celery, three sprigs parsley, two 
cloves and one tablespoon sugar 
until tender. Press through sieve, 
add one teaspoon salt, a little pep- 
per and two tablespoons of gela- 
tine softened in one-fourth cup 
cold water. 

Stir until gelatine is well dis- 
solved, and when almost at setting 


} point, pour into ring mold. which 


has been dipped in cold water. Un- 
mold when firm, and fill ring with 
chicken, shrimp, tuna or salmon

HEN you're at the moviés or 
on a bus or street car or most 
any place in St. Louis, you had 
better be sure your hair is cut 
smartly and set right and that 
your nails are the correct shape 
and shade, for 17 embryo cosmet- 
ologists are out checking up on 
beauty points. Having finished the 
first 10 weeks of a year’s course 
in beauty culture at the Herbert 
S. Hadley Vocational School these 
young women have become extra 
beauty conscious. 

This new venture at the school, 
organized with the assistance of 
an advisory committee of beauty 
shop owners, was inaugurated for 
two reasons. First, because so many 
young women who had been trained 
for secretarial and ~- office work 
were forced to seek employment in 
other fields and because a certain 
type of girl is being sought for 
beauty culture in order to raise 
the work from a trade to a pro 
fession. With the latter idea in 
mind those in charge of the course 
at the Hadley School planned a 
rigid examination and course of 
study for the applicants, because 
when they have completed the 
course they will also be compelled 
to meet the requirements of the 
State Beard of Cosmetology. From 
more than 200 girls who applied 
only 17 were accepted. With this 
hand-picked class the question of 
choosing a teacher was almost as 
difficult. Miss Hazel West, an ex- 
pert cosmetologist and _ teacher, 
was selected from several dozen ap- 
plicants. 

The majority of girls who applied 
to be enrolled in the class théucht 
it would be an easy matter, merely 
hours of practice, to become a cos- 
metologist. Almost all of them had 
practiced finger waving at home, 
for after all it only takes a little 
curling fluid and a comb to set a 
finger wave. They had overlooked 
the study of theory in beauty cul- 
ture and the technique required. 
Every applicant had to be at least 
17 years old. She then underwent a 
complete physical examination aft- 
er which her appearance and per- 
sonality were considered. No girl 
under five feet and four inches 
was accepted for a very short girl 
finds the shampooing of hair and 
waving difficult and the patron is 
made uncomfortable in being un- 
able to sit erect while the hair is 
being curled. The operator must 
have strong but flexible hands, 
and most important of all, strong 
feet. So many hours of standing 
makes it impossible for a girl with 
flat feet or weak ankles to become 
a successful operator. The _ girl 
must be tactful and she must bé 
able to analyze and judge the type 
of woman she is serving.

Max Boinet designs many smart 
wood accessories accented with a 
flash of gold. Big square buttons 
of highly polished ebony are en- 
circled with a band of gold and 
centered with a little gold pyramid. 
One of them goes on a pocket, an- 
other forms the buckle on a belt, 
a third clips a scarf. 

Clips are among the smartest 
items in the wooden vogué. Carved 
wooden wings outlined with gold 
wires, and oblong wooden plaques 
centered by a gold nailhead de- 
sign or monogram are used singly 
or in pairs clipped on the neckline 
of a frock.

As 
the course is conducted under the 
regulations of the statutes of the 
State of Missouri pertaining to 
schools of cosmetology the mini- 
mum requirements for entrance are 
two years of high or vocational 
school credit. The length of the 
course yaries with the preparation 
of the applicant. High school grad- 
uates may complete the work 
necessary for examination for 
license under the State Board of 
Cosmetology in 1220 hours. Appli- 
cants with minimum entrance qual- 
ifications will require two years of 
school attendance to complete ‘the 
special work for license and addi- 
tional school work to obtain a vo- 
cational school diploma. No tuition 
charge is made, but the students 
must provide the necessary uni- 
forms or shop costumes and they 
must pay for their laundering. 

In addition to the beauty culture 
work there are English lessons, 
anatomy in order to study muscles 
and bone structure, chemistry as 
pertains to cosmetics, bookkeeping 
that will be used in a beauty parlor 
and salesmanship. The regular 
beauty culture lessons are in sham- 
pooing, waving the hair, facials, 
massage, treatment of the skin and 
scalp, manicuring, and bleaching 
and dying the hair. 


HE class in session presents 17 
T young women with attractively 

dressed hair. These modern 
mermaids spend hours brushing and 
placing one another’s locks. Despite 
the fact that they have not reached 
the finger waving stage one sees 
all sorts of waves and every va- 
riety of curls.
